CAPE FEAR LANDING 
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JANUARY, 1865.. REAR ADMIRAL 
David Porter studied the distant shore- ' 
line through powerful binoculars. There was 
the entrance to Cape Fear River, and there, 
bulking powerfully along the shore, was the 
Confederate stronghold. Fort Fisher. Some 
twenty-eight miles up Cape Fear, Porter 
knew, was the City of Wilmington, the last 
remaining Southern coastal city. If the 
Union blockade was to be made complete, 
Wilmington would have to be bottled up. 
And to bottle up Wilmington, the Federal 
forces would first have to capture Fort 
Fisher. 

Admiral Porter put down his binoculars 
and turned to the youthful aide by his side. 

'Will you call General Terry," he said 
quietly. 

The young officer saluted briskly and hur- 
ried off the bridge, to the cabin of Major 
General A. H. Terry. When he returned with 
the high-ranking army officer, they found 
Admiral Porter studying the shore again 
through his glasses. 

"General Terry," he began, "how many 
troops have you at your disposal?" 

"Approximately 8,500 soldiers," the Army 
General replied. 

Turning toward General Terry, Porter 
stroked his bristling, gray beard. 

"As you know, General," he said, "Wash- 
ington considers it highly imperative to a 
prompt and successful conclusion of the 
war, that we put Wilmington out of action 
as a port for blockade runners. Fort Fisher 
is, of course, our immediate objective." 

The veteran army man nodded. 

Admiral Porter continued, "To that end, 
you and your men have been assigned to my 
ships. Also to that end, we have assembled 
the greatest fleet ever to sail under the 
American flag." His gaze proudly swept the 
waters beyond his ship. There were craft of 
every description — monitors, sloops, gun- 
boats, steam frigates — a mighty naval force. 
"We have fifty ships. We have your troops, 
and we have two thousand fighting men in 
my fleet who will take part in the landing. 
If weather conditions are favorable, we'll 
attack tomorrow — January 13." 

THE NEXT DAY dawned bright and 
clear. Through the vast fleet there was a 
heightening of excitement. Troops, veterans ' 



and tyros alike, cleaned their firearms till 
they glistened. At the powerful ships' can- 
nons, the gun crews rehearsed their loading 
and firing routines again and again. And, on 
the shore, behind the battlements of Fort 
Fisher, the Southern garrison waited, guns 
ready. 

The naval chief called his captains to- 
gether, for a conference with the top army 
commanders. They gathered on the bridge 
of Porter's flagship. Calmly the Admiral un- 
folded his strategy. 

"Twice before," he said, "Union forces 
have attempted to take Fort Fisher — with- 
out success. The reason?" His eyes traveled 
from man to man. "Facing the fact, we did 
not have the cooperation between naval and 
land forces that we should have had. Today, 
it will be different. First, under cover of a 
heavy naval bombardment, wc will land 
General Terry's troops— ^all of them, on the 
shore, north of the fort. They will be given 
an opportunity to consolidate their position. 
On the fifteenth, naval forces will join them 
in a combined assault!" 

He nodded toward the ship commanders. 

"You men have been given your assign- 
ments for the initial landing. The NEW 
IRONSIDES and four monitors will pro- 
ceed to within 1,000 yards of the Fort. Three 
lines of warships will form west and south 
of the NEW IRONSIDES and the remain- 
ing ships will be used to land troops and 
for reserves! Is that clear?" 

It was clear. Early in the afternoon, the 
monitors and the powerful NEW IRON- 
SIDES steamed toward the shore, opening 
up with all their might against the shore 
batteries and the parapets of Fort Fisher. 

At the same moment, other troop ships 
slowly came as close to the coastline as they 
dared. Clutching their carbines, the Federal 
troops swarmed over the sides of the trans- 
ports and plunged through the surf toward 
the shore. There was only sporadic resist- 
ance at this point, at -the Southern troops 
had elected to stay behind the strong de- 
fenses of the fort to make their real fight. 
Within five and a half hours, all 8,500 
soldiers had been landed and had made camp 
along the shore. 

From the flagship. Admiral Porter smiled 
for the first time that day. 

"We'll give them a chance to recover from 



confinement in the transports," he said, "and 
the drenching they got in the surf. At the 
same time, we'll continue to batter the fort 
with the guns of the entire fleet! The joint 
attack will be on the fifteenth!" 

All that night and through the next day, 
as the fleet poured lead at the land fortifica- 
tions, Admiral Porter studied his plans of 
Fort Fisher. On the sea wall side, the de- 
fenses were marked by sturdy palisades and 
strong bastions on each corner. On the land 
side, which the army forces would attack, 
there were seventeen bombproofs, or tra- 
verses. Each one was sixty feet long, fifty 
feet wide and twenty high, and each one 
mounted one or two heavy guns. 

It was not a cheerful prospect, Porter re- 
flected grimly. But the first part of his battle 
plan had gone well. Now, if only the two- 
sided attack could confuse or bewilder the 
fort's defenders, the assault would have a 
good chance of breaking through. 

EARLY ON the morning of the fifteenth, 
protected by a curtaining hail of fire, sixteen 
hundred sailors and four hundred marines 
stormed the shore. Battling their way up the 
beach, they' soon dug pits and trenches for 
themselves, safe for the moment. 

Then, from ten o-clock in the morning to 
three in the afternoon, all the vessels in the 
Federal fleet, standing as close to the shore 
as possible, blasted tbe fortifications again. 
Relentlessly, the heavy shot thundered in, 
smashing the palisade walls, exploding in 
the gun pits, raking the open areas of the 
fort. Finally, at a signal marked by the blow- 
ing of whistles on all the ships, all the sea 
guns changed the direction of their fire. 

"Hit them," said Admiral Porter under his 
breath, "and hit them hard!" 

It was the signal for the joint attack I 

Racing up the beach toward the fort, the 
sailors fought desperately to reach the pali- 
sades. Behind them, the marines were as- 
signed to keep firing at the fort's parapets, 
to keep the walls clear of defenders. And, at 
the same time, the army was lunging for- 
ward toward the far end of the land side of 
the stronghold. 

Brandishing cutlasses and wielding their 
revolvers, the sailors rushed through the 
palisades now, toward ■ strong bastion at 
the northeast corner of the fort. 

But suddenly, the parapets high above 
their heads swarmed with a mass of shout- 
ing Confederate troops. Immediately, a 
bloody fire of grape shot and canister deci- 
mated tbe ranks of the attackers. They were 
out in the open, helpless. Again a terrible 
volley poured from the Southern forces, and 
again sailors reeled and slumped to the earth. 
Something had gone wrong! Many ef the 



marines, who had been counted on to ke'B 
the parapets cleared with their rifle fire, had* 
never received their orders. As a result, the 
defenders were able to fire down upon the 
exposed sailors almost at will. 

It was more than human flesh could bear. 

The few Union fighters who had reached 
the parapet were rapidly repulsed. Dropping 
their arms, they scrambled hastily in wild 
retreat toward the beach. Aboard his ship, 
Admiral' Porter's face wreathed in grim 
lines, as he watched them fall back, as the 
main column and rear of the sailors then 
gave away. Even with the mighty bombard- 
ment, the fort's defenses had been too strong 
on the sea side; the attack of the Union 
sailors was a failure. 

But meanwhile, what of General Terry's 
army troops? Battling their way forward 
inch by inch, they had succeeded in taking 
two of the traverses. It became increasingly 
evident that the Confederate officers in com- 
mand had made the mistake of believing that 
the main attack would come from the sea 
side, and that they had concentrated the 
mass of their defenders on that side. 

"There's still a chance," Porter husked. 
"Keep all guns firing on the remaining tra- 
verses. The army must keep its foothold!" 

The monitors and the gunboats near the 
shore continued to blast the already crumb- 
ling Southern defenses on the land side. At 
the same time, gritting their teeth and hug- 
ging the ground. General Terry's troops 
moved forward relentlessly. Each traverse 
was fought over bitterly; each yard forward 
was paid for in blood and agony. 

GRADUALLY the tide of battle became 
pronounced. Gallantly, the Southern troops 
continued to fight on, but now the defense 
was hopeless. 

At ten o-clock that evening, a breathless. 
powder-grimed messenger, from Colonel 
Lamb of the Federal troops climbed aboard 
the flagship of the Northern fleet. He saluted 
Read Admiral Porter and then gave his 
triumphant report. 

"Sir, we are in complete control of Fort 
Fisher! The bastions are ours. And we have 
taken more than a hundred officers and nine- 
teen hundred men as prisoners I" 

Admiral Porter bowed hit head in thanks. 
Far more than the mere taking of a single 
fort, this meant that the Union forces could 
now proceed up Cape Fear River toward 
Wilmington. It meant that the blockade of 
the Souihern ports was complete and im- 
pregnable. It meant that at least an end, 
could be seen to the long, bloody, wasteful 
War between the States. Truly, it was a 
triumph to be thankful fort
